Four new houses have been 
started in Upland during June.- In 
each of the past months for a year 
there have been many new dwell: 
ings started. 

This increased building may re- 
sult in the city being prepared to | 
accommedate the many persons 
who in the past have gone else- 
where because no houses were 
available. 

Not only within Upland’s city 
limits but also in the outlying dis- 
tricts, new houses have been 
erected at a steady pace. Building 
on Red Hill has been at a brisker 
rate than formerly. Several new 
houses have also been erected in 
Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Eti-

The flags im general give the business district an attract- 
ive appearance. They impress upon everyone the significance 
of the patriotie occasion or the special day that is being com- 
memorated. 

The spaces here and there in the business district that do 
not have flags, however, detract from the general plan. And 
some people wonder why there isn’t a solid line of flags. 

Flags are put up only in front of the business establish- 
ments that have paid for the service. If a store is vacant, or 
if there is a vaeant lot, no flag is placed. 

This condition can be remedied perhaps only by some or- 
ganization or the city council providing the funds for pur- 
ehase of additional flags.

MY COUNTRY ’TIS OF THEE! 


(Editor’s note: The following 
editorial, appearing in the Port- 
land Oregonian Oct. 2, 1938, was 
adjudged by the Pulitzer award 
committee the most distinguished 
editorial in 1938. Its author is 
Ronald O. Callvert, associate ed- 
itor of the Oregonian.) 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ica, the man we choose as leader 
dons at no time uniform or in- 
signia to denote his constitution- 
al position as commander-in-chief 
of armed forces. No member of 
his cabinet, no civil subordinate, 
ever attires himself in garments 
significant of military power. 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ica, the average citizen sees so 
little of the army that he has not 
learned to distinguish between a 
|major and a lieutenant from his 
|Shoulder straps. When the chief 
executive addresses his fellow 
countrymen they gather about 
him within handclasp_ distance. 
Gocse-steeping regiments are not 
paraded before him. When he 
speaks to the civilian population 
it is not over rank upon rank of 
helmeted heads, 








In this land of ours, this Amer- 
jica, there is no tramp of military 
jboots to entertain the visiting 
statesman. There is no effort to 
affright him with display of mo- 
bile cannon or of facility for mass 
production of aerial bombers. 

In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ras there {s no fortification along 
} 








the several thousand miles of the 
jnorthern borden. In the great 
|fresh water seas that partly sep- 
jarate it from another dominion no 
jnaval craft plies the waters. 
| Along its southern border there 
}are no forts, no show of martial 
| strength,

| In this land of ours, this Amer- 
jica, one-third of the population is 
bor on devices of defense; mili- 
tary training he may take or leave 
at option. There is no armed force 
consistent with a policy of ag- 
gression. The navy is built against 
no menace from the western hem- 
isphere, but wholly for defense 
against that which may threaten 
from Europe or Asia. 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ica, noe-third of the population is 
foreign born, or native born of 
|foreign or mixed parentage. Our 
}more numerous “minorities” com 
|from 14 nations. This native born, 
| whatever his descent, has all po- 
| litical and other rights possessed 
| by him who traces his ancestry to 
| the founding fathers. The foreign 
| born races that are assimilable are 
| admitted to all these privileges if 


|they want them. We have “mi- 
{morities’ but no minority prob- 


ilem, 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ica, the common citizen may criti- 
cize without restraint the policies 
|of his government or the aims of 
jthe chief executive. He may vote 
}as his judgment or his conscience 
| advises and not as a ruler dictates. 
| In this land of ours, this Amer- 
jica, our songs are dedicated to 
|love and romance, the blue of the 
jnight or to a martymdom to politi- 
ical cause. Our national anthem 
jhas martial words; difficult air. 
| But if you want to near the organ 
}roll give the people its companion 
j}—“America . of thee I sing.” 
In lighter patriotism we are na- 
tionally cosmopolitan. Unitedly 
we sing of Dixie or of Iowa, where 
;the tall corn grows, of springtime 
lin the Rockies, or of California, 
here I come, 


| In this land of ours, this Amer- 
jica, there is not a bombproof shel- 
ter, and a gas mask is a curiosity. 
It is not needed that we teach our 
| children where to run when death 
hawks darken the sky. 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
jica, our troubles present or pros- 
|pective come from within—come 
from our own mistakes, and in- 
jure us alone. Our pledges of 
peace toward our neighbors are 
stronger than ruler's promise or 
written treaty. We guarantee 
them by ‘devoting our resources, 
greater than the resources of any 
other nation, to upbuilding the 
industries of peace. We strut no 
armed might that could be ours. 
We cause no nation in our half of 
the world to fear us. None does 
fear us, nor arm against us. 


In this land of ours, this Amer- 
ica, we have illuminated the true 
road to permanent peace. But 
that is not the sole moral sought 
herein to be drawn. Rather it is 
that the blessings of liberty and 
equality and peace that have been 
herein recounted are possessed 
nowhere in the same measure in 
Europe or Asia and wane or dis- 
appear as one nears or enters a 
land of dictatorship of whatever 
brand. This liberty, this equality, 
this peace, are imbedded in the 
American form of government. 
We shall ever retain them if for- 
eign isms that would dig them out 
and destroy them are barred from 
our shores. If you cherish this lib- 
erty, this equality, this peace that 
is peace material and peace spir- 
itual—then defend with all your 
might the American ideal of gov- 
ernment.

Guest Editorial — 


Books—Reassuring, Helpful 
By Edward E. Gray 


It never was so true as now, that of making many books 
there is no end. Yet, despité this fact, probably never be- 
fore has the public mind been so confused, even as to the 
worth of freedom or democracy. We feel a certain dis- 
trust has even arisen over the printed page, as to its ae- 
curacy and worth. The tragic events that are shaking the 
world seem to have no proper explanation, and wrong be- 
comes right and even great nations teach their peoples the 
Messiah has come with sword in hand and thunderous 
boasting on His lips. 

No wonder many are confused, for it seems as if all the 
old moorings of honer and truth, of reverence and re- 
ligion, of peace, dignity and simplicity of life and soul, 
are being swept away. But that is not all true. At worst, 
it is only temporarily true. Unaided, the minds of most of 
us would tend to become lost in all this confusion. The 
familiar voices from the pulpit even can hardly reassure 
us. But good books can help tremendously. By their logic, 
by the, genius of their authors, by their wit and humor, 
and their reminders of what is actually great and fine, we 
can be fortified a thousand-fold, 

But what are the good books, and who is there to pro- 
claim the good from the bad? That is a genuine problem 
for many. By reading, by trial and error, by thoughtful 
contemplation, most readers can soon find their way in the 
right direction. Taking advice from educators and others 
would help. The serious books in the Upland library show 
pretty fine discretion in selection. 

Let us take a simple example. What about this neu- 
trality question? We. may begin to think it is a problem 
utterly beyond possibility of reasonable solution, if we 
read only our great metropolitan newspapers. But the 
thoughtful reader ean soon select one or more articles on 
this topic from the stlantic Monthly or Harpers, or read 
one or two books on the question, and the problem becomes 
pretty clear. After that he is apt to skip what the metro- 
politan journals and the politicians have to say about neu- 
trality. 

{ think that every young man and woman should own 
a small library. Buy two, three or four good books every 
year. The wisdom you gain from them will last you all 
your life. You don’t have to take other people’s opinions. 

Recently, the librarians of the Pomona Valley district 
asked me to address their monthly meeting at Claremont. 
It was suggested I talk on Pierre van Passen’s ‘‘Days of 
Our Years’’, Martha Dodd’s ‘Through Embassy Eyes”’, 
and Nora Waln’s ‘‘Reaching for the Stars’’. The librar- 
ians seemed to think these books were especially valuable. 
So do I. *‘Reaching for the Stars’’ is a beautifully written 
book. I think that everyone of German descent would be 
particularly interested in owning that book. Pierre van 
Passen’s work is terrible in a way, but extraordinarily 
valuable and interesting. These three books are about 
What is happening over there in Germany and in Europe 
generally.

This is budget-preparing time, 
with spokesmen for the city and 
county governments and _ school 
districts expressing desires to keep 
eosts at a minimum. 

The county board of supervisors 
will make only absolutely neces- 
sary increases and make reduc- 
tions wherever possible, C. E. 
Grier, chairman of the county 
board of supervisors, emphasized 
today.

HOLLAND VISITED 


Speeds Mail from Upland py FRANCIS LINE 


United States postal service has 
undergone “streamlining” too, an 
interview with O. P. Brady, Up- 
land postmaster, revealed today. 

Only a few years ago, if you 
mailed a letter in Upland to New 
York, you would consider that five 
days would be the minimum time 
required for it to reach its destina- 
tion. Now, fast mail trains which 
do not carry passengers, race from 
the Pacific coast to the Atlantic 
coast in three days. 

DAY TO NEW YORK 

Or if you wish even faster ser- 
vice, you can 
letter in the Upland office at 6:50 
p:m. Sent to Los Angeles on the 
Pacific Electric, this letter will 
make the 9 o’clock air mail that 
Same evening. Then only 21 hours 
are required for the letter to reach 
New York City. 

With the inauguration of air 
mail service to. Europe twice a 
week, it is possibl for a letter 
mailed here to arrive in Europe in 
three days. And the total charge 
for this service is only 30 cents a 
half ounce. This is not to be con- 
fused with air mail rates in this 
country on which one ounce, cost- 
ing six cents, is the unit of weight. 

A letter mailed in Los Angeles 
on Saturday will arrive in Europe 
on Monday, Mr. Brady explains. 


ONTARIO-UPLAND MAIL 


Speed is not confined to trans- 
continental nor to _ transoceanic 
service, however. For instance, 
between Ontario and Upland auto- 
mobile messenger service operates 
twice a day. Mail is sent to On- 
tario from Upland at 5:30 a.m. 
and again at 11 a.m. _ Likewise, 
{similar hours. Not only local mail 
but eastern mail, coming into On- 
tario on the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific comes up by 
messenger. 

Many post office patrons are in- 
jterested in knowing just what 
trains serve the Upland post of- 
fice, according to Mr. Brady. <A 
check of train, schedules shows 
that heaviest eastern mail coming 
into the Upland office arrives in 
|the morning. Santa Fe train No. 
1, westbound, arrives at 5 a.m. 
Another westbound Santa Fe train 
|carrying heavy eastern mail ar- 
|rives at 10:15 a.m. Main air mail 
|comes into the Upland office at 
|12:30 p.m. on Santa Fe eastbound 
|train No, 20. However, other 
trains bring air mail, and also pick 
up air mail.
